Head exposed, dull ‘ 
orange; eyes apart as far as the antennal sockets; antennae 
(mutilated) ferruginous. Pronotum sub-orbicular, anterior 
margin straight to faintly emarginate, posterior margin 
obtusely produced; disk dull orange, margins darker. Teg- 
mina short, reaching to the middle of the supra-anal lamina 
only, golden amber; 11 costals, of which the 9 th and 11 th 
are forked, the 10 th 4-ramose; radial vein simple; 6 long¬ 
itudinal discoiaal sectors. Wings as long as the tegmina, 
faintly orange; costal and apical portions dark orange; 
mediastinal vein bifurcate; 8 costals; radial vein straight, 
simple; median vein simple; ulnar vein with 2 branches 
going to the dividing vein, and 3 to the apex; no apical 
triangle. Supra-anal lamine triangular, keeled. Cerci (mutil¬ 
ated) dull orange. Body below dull reddish orange. Legs 
dull testaceous ; front femora armed after type A. 

§ Total length 11 mm; pronotum 4 X 4*3 mm; teg - 
mina 8.8 mm. 

Differing from the typical Symploce HEBARD by having 
tegmina and wings shorter than the body, and by having 
the radial vein of the wings simple. It is interesting to 
note that in Symploce ( Ischnoptera ) cavernicola SHELFORD, 
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another cave-dweller, the radial vein of the wings is also 
simple.
